This letter acknowledges the receipt of your May 7, 2019 Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request for a copy of "Memorandums, internal investigative documents, any written or 
recorded data about the 1983 hack of Los Alamos National Labs by the '414' hacking group.” 
You further limited the search to the years between 1982 and 1997.

Although we are committed to responding to your request in a timely 
manner, we estimate that we will not be able to provide responsive records in 20 working 
days, as we need more time to complete the search, review the record(s) for release, and 
prepare the response to you, as some requests, depending upon the volume of records, the 
complexity of the search, and/or the sensitivity of the subject matter, require additional time 
to complete. Reformulating or otherwise narrowing the scope of your request may result in 
a quicker processing time. 

In your FOIA submission, you requested that you be informed of any costs associated with 
the processing of your request before it is filled. We will notify you if costs will exceed our 
standard $15.00 allowance and will hold your request pending receipt of your assurance of 
willingness to pay those costs.
